The food supply be- 
comes such a problem, indeed, 
that the importation of luxury 
articles is prohibited. And when

Cosmetics. are not the only 
things the Hong Kong women 
have to give up. Life is going 
on at high pressure but with- 
out Its attractions: no music, no 
dances or entertainments of any 
sort, Day and night the men 
are In service, working in an 
atmosphere of tension. That at-' 
mosphere really becomes a part 
of Hong Kong. Soon the hos- 
pitals are filled with people suf-

Government had made provision 
for women who so desired to 
leave on the first boat, but many 
did not then wish to leave their 
husbands.

HIE story of ‘mail and pas- 
senprer transport between 
England and the East is closely 
bound up with the history of 
the P. and 0. 


Less than a hundred years 
igo) communication between 
England and. India, the Straits, 
and China wk& by irregular and 
desperately slow sniling-ships, 
with still more irregular con- 
nections between the main aail- 


“ing-ship arrival and departure 


ports of the East and any others 
there. 

It was little better in) Hurope 
and it was only in) 1837 that 
Messrs, Willcox and Anderson 
of the Peninsular Steam Naviga- 
tion Company obtained an Ady 
miralty contract to carry the 
mails by steam from England 
to Gibraltar and other ports of 
the Spanish Peninsula. 


Steamer Service 

Up to then the mails had been 
carried by small sail packets 
which took anything up to three 
weeks to reach Lisbon. Willcox 
and Anderson had begun a service 
with steamers at the request of 
the Spanish Government shortly 
before, and this proved so satis- 
factory that they offered a simi- 
lar service for the mails to the 
British Government. 

From Gibraltar the mails were 
taken on by Government packet 
to Maltx.and Egypt, but the 


. Peninsular S.N, Company took 


on this further, service, adding 
“Oriental” to their name to 
signify their extension to the 
East. In 1840 a Royal Charter 
was (ranted to the Peninsular 
and Oriental for the establish- 


“ment of a through mail service 


to India. : 

Jn 1842 the Company's Hindos- 
tan was sent out round the Cape 
to take up the run between Sucz 
and India, and then there began 
the building up of that elaborate 
and costly organisation known 
ng the “Overland Route” across 
Egypt. 


Over The Desert - 

Mails, passengers, cargo and 
even the con) required for the 
shipa in the Red Sea were tran- 
shipped from the P. and oO, at 
Alexandria to barges which were 
towed by canal to the Nile, tran- 


. shipped again to river steamers 


running to Cairo, and from 
there passengers and goods went 
by camel-back and horsed car- 
ringe acrosa nearly 100 miles of 


‘desert to Suez, where the con- 


necting steamer. for India pick- 
ed them up. 

Over the desert route it requir- 
ed upwards of 3,000 camels to 
transport a single ship's loading. 
By 1844 the Overland Route’ had 
proved completely successful not 
only for the speedier transport 
of passengers and mail but also 
for the more expensive class of 
goods. Before the opening of 
the Suez Canal the annual value 
to the freight carried over the 


Desert Route amounted to 18, 


much as £40,000,000. ; 
_ By the end of 1844 an exten- 


sion of the mail service was made . 
to Penang, Singapore and China,- 
‘and in 1861 the Admiralty in-- 


vited tenders for a full fortnight- 
ly service to India and China, 
and a branch Jine of the China 
service from Singapore to Aus- 
tralin, the Intter to run only 
onee every two months. 

The P. and 0. secured the 
contruct against rather severe 
competition, and in May, 1852, 
they seft out their first mail 
ateamer round the Cape to Aus- 
tralian to open the new Singapore- 
Australia service.

Immediately after the opening 
of the service to the Straits, new 
ships were added to the fleet. 
‘As early as 1845 such ships as 
the Hindostan, Bentinck and 
Precursor, cach of about 1,800 
tons and 620 hp. were being 
employed. This policy of build- 
ing the largest and most power- 
ful vessels suitable for the ser- 
vice has continued ever since, 
the Intest addition to the fleet, 
the Strathmore, vttM the larg- 
est vessel now regularly employ- 
ed on the England-Eastern run, 
while her “White Sisters” the 
Strathnaver and Strathaird and 
the Viceroy of. India are of 
little less size. i 
“In 1914 negotiations were con- 
cluded for the association of the 
P. and O. and the British In- 
dia S.N, Company under the 
late Lord Incheape’s chairman- 
ship of both ‘companies, By this 
and other alliances the P. and O. 
Group has built up an ocean 
transport which covers the 
Seven Seas and reaches practi- 
cally every port of consequence 

in the Empire.

Women Smarter Than Men? 
R. Charles Gray Shaw, | of 
the department of philo- 
sophy at New York University, 
takes exception to the oft-an- 
nounced fact that there can be 
no doubt at all that men have 
outamarted’ women through the 
ages. He recognises that the 
accomplishments of the ages are 
products of male intelligence — 
that fact is as well established 
as the Rock of Gibraltar. Man 
has achieved what he has be- 
cause hia mind is active, facile, 


Research proves without a 
doubt — as any woman grants 
—that methods of manufacture, 
production and management have 
been perfected by men. There 
are-the sreat books, poems, pice 
tures, sculpture, music which 
are products of men’s brains too, 
But all this does not go to prove 
that mon. are more intelligent 
than women! | 


“If anyone is inclined to re- 
gard man as an intellectualist 
let him consider the highly in- 
structive story of Eden,” says 
Dr. Shaw. “Which of the twain, 
Adam or Eve, had the courage 
to snatch the fruit from the 
tree of knowledge? And which 
of them, man or woman, en- 
lightened the other?” 


He asserts further that, in- 
stead of trying to evaluate the 
brains of the sexes and giving 
one a high rating and the other 
a low rating, it is better to muke 
a qualitative distinction and thus 
show the difference in kind. 


“When we come to qualitative 
comparisons, we ‘may spenk of 


man’s brain, or mind, as the - 


more active, more afferent, as 
the psychologists express it; wo- 
man’s is more afferent or re- 
ceptive. According to Schopen- 
hauer, that famous pessimist 
and woman-huter, man’s mind, 
to speak of mind in general, is 
chiefly will, while woman's is 
marked by intellect. But when 
Schopenhauer made this con- 


b 
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trast, he did so with «a marked 
preference for the will in mind.” 


“Whatever be the ultimate na- 
ture of the ‘mind, it .must be 
observed that the mind's develop- 
ment has been conducted largely 
by means: of activity, by things 
done, Man ja, of course the 
doer. He has built the cities 
and manufactured the myriad 
things which yo to make up 
civilisation.” 

This activity of man’s has had 
the effect of developing his brain 
in ways unknown to women, 50 


. that we can say that even if he. 


did not have a better brain to 
atart with he has made better 
use of it, and in this way he 


“has come to possess a ‘better’ 


brain than woman's. But now 
woman is no longer satisfied 
with her old position.
